‘But Battle For Power 


Toronto Saturday Night: 


Make no mistake, the Jabor trou- 
bles with which this country is now 
deluged is not a mater of economics, 
It is not for wages these men are 
striking, nor is it for hours. In the 
last analysis, it is strife for power. 
It is ‘war for a distatorship, and that 
dictator will be Labor if the strikers 
have their way. The term collective 
bargaining has now lost it» definition, 
which was that a craft collectively, 
such, for instance, as the Typograph- 
ical Union, would bargain with em- 
ployers as to wages, hours and the 
like. Collective bargaining, as now 
interpreted, really means that this 
same Typographical Union would not 
be master of its own affairs, but 
would merely form a cog in a great 
labor machine, In other words, it is 
just another name for the One Big 
{Union, and this in turn means in its 
full significance that the country 
would be under the heel of a Labor 
Czar, In these circumstances, it is 
but natural that responsible labor 
leaders should roundly condemn the 
movement, 

Under this delightful scheme of 
“collective bargaining’ no trade could 
be master of its own affairs, nor could 
any employer be master of his own 
industry, even to the remotest degree, 
Under the One Big Union idea, it is 
quite conceivable that a meat cutter 
In a Calgary slaughter house, as su- 
preme head of the O.B.U., would be 
dictating the policy of the Dominion 
Iron and Steel Company. Or, in turn, 
a Nova Scotia miner might be telling 
a British Columbia shipbuilding com- 
pany how to operate its business,

filed, 
Ald. Bush asked if the recommen- 


dation was the mayor's or commission- 
ers’, ® 
The mayor said that it was his, 

Ald. Bush asked if it was discussed 
with Commissioner Ormsby and the 
mayor said that it had not, 

Ald, Esdale: Were you asked by 
the Great War Veterans to do it? 

The mayor: No! 

Ald. Martin said that he was in fa- 
vor of the grant to the soldiers, but he 
would second Ald. Grant's motion as 
he did not. consider that he was in a 
position to Speak on behalf of the cit- 
izens in such a matter, and that was 
what it would mean if he voted for it.

To Sign or Reject Treaty

to German Counter Proposals Not To Be Delivered Before 
Friday—OConditions On Which Prussians May Enter League of 
Nations Are Outlined By Oonference in Paris. 


PARIS, June 10.—That the reply to the German counter pro- 
posals will not be delivered before Friday, June 13th, has been 
decided by the Allies and Associated governments. The reply 
will give the Germans a period of five days in which to accept or 
reject the treaty. 

PARIS, June 9.—It is understood that the conditions recommended 
for Germany’s admission to the League of Nations by Premier Clem- 
enceau, Lord Robert Cecil and Col. House include the establishment 
of stable government, and the signing of the peace treaty. The pro- 
posed fourth condition relative to Germany’s abolishing compulsory 
military service is omitted on Clemenceau’s suggestion, as this is con- 
sidered to be sufficiently provided for by Germany’s disarmament.

FOUNDATION OF 
SPLENDID FARM 


Angus McDonnell, Man From 
Glengarry, Model Farmer 
At St. Albert 


In saying that Angus MacDonnell 
began his life in Alberta as a home- 
steader is stating nothing remarkable, 
as many of the province's foremost 
farmers have done the same. There 
must be a splendid satisfaction, how- 


ever, when looking out over a sec 
tion and a half of some of the best 
farming land in Alberta, to feel that 
it has all been acquired by the et- 
forts of one’s own family, and is a 
homestead in fact for that family. 
This farm is situated about twenty 
miles north west of Edmonton and 
from the elevation on which the 
house js built it is possible to see 


@ great part of the farm. 

It is just twenty three years, 
Mr. MacDonnell came west from 
Glengarry, that country of fighting 
Scotchmen, and took up a homestead 
which now forms part of the farm. 
In all they have 880 acres, one sec- 
tion in a block and the other 240 
acres just across the road.

Donnell uses far less roots for

The owner of this estate is not 
ing it as a temporary stopping place, 
but is fitting it up as a real home. 
During the past few years he 
Planted about 8,000 trees near 
house, using chiefly golden 
box elder, carugana, 
poplar and Balm of Gilead, and of 
these he finds he Russian poplar the 
most successful for that country.

Mr. MacDonnell 
splendid start as a 
bred Shorthorns, 
of about thirty purebred cows 
calves and eight young bulls. 

The bulls he brought in from On- 
tario this spring with a carload. Since 
bringing in this shipment he has 
sold ten as well as three of his own 
raising and has eight left; one he is 
keeping for a herd header for him- 
self. Mr, MacDonnell has been cull- 
ing the grades out of his herd for 
the past year now, feeling that he 
has acquired sufficient experience to 
go in exclusively for pure bred stock.

There were religious attachments 
and loyalty to one another placed in 
the balance against personal comforts 
and the enjoyment of the fruits of cly- 
flization, 

Decided On Grande Prairte. 

Religion and loyalty won, and after 
extensive inqtiry they decided upon 
the Grande Prairie district as their 
future home. Their line of travel was 
the old circuitous route via Athabasca 
Landing, Lesser Slave Lake, Grouard, 
Sturgeon Lake and the Smoky River, 
a distance of 500 miles. The time 
was March, 1910. The task of trans- 
porting household effects, farming 
equipment, seed grain and a year's 
food supply was no ordinary one.

The important facts in connection 
with the experience of these settlers is 
that they arrived at their destination | 
without the loss of a single animal or| 
abandoning of a pound of freight 
along the way. Although it required 
from two to three hours more per day, 
to cover a given distance, the ‘Bull 
Outfit” invariably caniped at the same 
stopping places as the horse outfits did 
and in not a single Instance was a 
member of the party put out of busi- 
ness because of his motive power 

Upon arrival at their destination 
they immediately were able to collect 
material for the construction of thelr 
buildings and do the first year’s break- 
ing without first securing grain for 
feed.ng purposes, which at that time 
was well nigh impossible to obtain 

In later years when the annual trip 
“out was made for supplies, the set- 
tlers went over the Edson tratl, a trail 
whose “finger boards” consisted chief- 
ly of dead horses but seldom was there | 


seen a dead ox. Many a time were 
the oxen requisitioned to help the 
horses out of a mud-hole but never 


were the horses called upon to do the| 
same service for the “bulls.” | 

In due time the bulls were discarded | 
by these settlers and today horses of 
good breeding and quality distinguish 
the settlement

Never attempt to block a base run- 
ner who is coming down from first 
base, It is not good sportsmanship, 
it is dangerous, and it does not win 
ball games, 

The second baseman 
throws, especially from the catcher, 
is entitied to make the play and the 
practice of interposing the body so as 
to block a runner away from the bag 
is not right. 

The proper position of the baseman 
in receiving throws to stop steals is

The strike order is declared effective against the employees of 
the Western Union Telegraph and the American Telegraph and Tele- 
phone and Postal Telegraph companies, with their associated insti- | 
tutions. 

It was estimated at headquarters here that the strike would | 
affect between 60,000 and 100,000 individuals, of whom nearly 25,- 
000 were said to be members of the union, Outside of the union | 
ranks, it was said many wire workers had pledged themselves to sup- 
port the strike. 

In a statement Mr. Konenkamp declared that in the last three 
days the Western Union Telegraph company had locked out 300) 
union men, These, with 2,500 who it is said were on strike in ten 
southeastern states, make a total of 2,800 workers already idle. 

“We now have 2,000 workers who have been driven out by | 
the Western Union, although its president, Neweomb Carlton, said 
we had only 710 members,’’ said Mr. Konenkamp.

Winnipeg, June 9—The report is 
current that the etrike leaders are 
prepared to order all the union men 
back to work if they could be as- 
sured all the strikers would get their 
jobs back. James Winning, president 
of the Trades Council, in a commun- 
ication to the papers, states the coun- 
cil endorses the movement for the 
“deportation of ail undesirable al- 
fens.’ The city is calm and orderly 
today. More than 2,000 returned sol- 
dier constables are on duty. 

Mayor Gray, at a meeting of strik- 
ers and sympathizers, declared 
city will not recede an inch from its 
determination to employ every legiti- 
mate means to maintain law and or- 
der, to feed all citizens and to combat 
the sympathetic strike of municipal 
employees. The mayor was heckled 
and told the strikers he would be “a 
spineless pup" if he acted otherwise. 
He held out no offer of compromise 
to those who quit their city jobs. 
Former employees must enter the 
city’s service as newly hired workers, 

Winnipeg policemen formally noti- 
fled the city police commission at a 
meeting this morning that they were 
Prepared to sign the new anti-sym- 
pathetic strike pledge provided the 
city withdraw its order not to take 
the strikers back.
